bts Fiber is carefully prepared for us in Holland, is clean and free from any odor, and contains sufficient plant nutrition for the bulbs 
until they have bloomed. 

Wonderful success has been obtained by planting in this Fiber such bulbs as Dutch and Roman Hyacinths; Paper-White, Chinese and 
other Narcissi; Tulips, Freesias, Crocuses, etc. 

Bulbs are planted in similar manner as we direct for planting bulbs in soil. It 1s not desirable, however, to press the Fiber too firmly, 
otherwise the roots do not penetrate freely, and the bulbs may push themselves upward out of the Fiber. Once planted, they require but 
little attention, only they must be kept moist, but on no account must it be sodden or too wet. The Fiber should never be permitted to 
become dry; if so, the pores of the roots close up, and failure is likely to result. Until the bulbs have sprouted about 1 inch, they should 
be kept in a dark, cool but airy cellar, room or pantry, then brought to the light, preferably where cool, but above the freezing- -point. Bulb 
Fiber can also be used advantageously for planting bulbs in pots, as the Fiber does not dry out so readily as soil.

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Hyacinths in Glasses 


Hyacinths should not be started in water before the end of Qctober. The bulbs require a certain period 
of rest and, if started too early, they will not develop a satisfactory root-growth and consequently will 
produce an ‘imperfect flower. 

With proper attention, the Hyacinth will produce as perfect a flower in water as in soil. For this pur- 
pose, use only the most perfect bulbs and, before placing them in the glasses, free the base of the bulb 
from dust, remnants of old decayed roots that may still adhere, and any other impurities. This will prevent 
contaminating the water. After thoroughly cleanmg the interior of the glasses, fill them with pure, clear 
soft water. Rainwater cannot be recommended. The entire base of the bulb must be in contact with the 
surface of the water and remain so until the roots develop. Replenish the water as it evaporates or renew 
if it becomes offensive. Place them in a cool and dark location, letting them remain there until the 
roots nearly reach the bottom of the glasses. Should any of the roots after starting show decay, lift the 
bulb out of the glass and remove such roots. When bringing them to the light, place them where they 
are cool, as the flower will develop more perfectly and Jast longer. 


Varieties Specially Adapted for Water Culture 


These are the highest grade of First-size Hyacinths of such varieties as have been proven by test to 
be the best adapted for growing tn glasses. ‘The bulbs are not so large as Exhibition Hyacinths, but are 
so selected for size and shape that they will fit well in the cup of the Hyacinth glass. For full description, 
see list of the First-Size Named Hyacinths.

Single-flowering varieties are principally grown, both in indoor and outdoor culture. They force more 
readily and, as a rule, produce far larger and finer spikes of flowers than double-flowering varieties. 
Double Hyacinths are indicated by astar. Varieties in capital letters are the most recent introductions and 
novelties of approved merit. 


Culture in Pots, Bowls, or Boxes. Use porous soil thoroughly mixed with well-rotted manure and 
some sand, not omitting some drainage. A single bulb will require a 5-inch pot. Allow same proportionate 
space, when planting a number of bulbs in larger pots or window-boxes. Remove any sprouts there may be 
at the base of the bulbs. Plant the bulbs so that the top appears just above the surface of the soil, water 
thoroughly, and place in a cool, dark but airy situation until the roots are well established, then bring to 
the light.

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Hyacinths for the Garden 


Cu.ture.—The soil must have good dratnage and be dug to a depth of 12 inches. The beds should slope from the center outward for 
surface drainage. Well-rotted manure, dug in, will suffice for the wants of the bulbs and also for the usual bedding plants to follow in such 
beds the next spring. Plant the bulbs 6 to 9 inches apart and to a depth, from the crown of the bulb, of about 5 inches in heavy soil and to 
7 inches in light soil. Protect the beds with 3 to 4 inches of leaves or light litter, gradually removing this in the spring. It is still better to 
cover with several inches of well-rotted and light manure, allowing this to remain on the beds in the spring, this mulch keeping the beds 
moist and cool, through which the blooming period is considerably Iengthened. The bulbs can be planted from October until the ground 
freezes, but early planting Is preferable, as the root-growth has time to develop, enabling the plants better to withstand the winter’s severity, 
and also contributing to the production of larger and more perfect flower-spikes.

We strongly recommend the use of Named Bedding Hyacinths for 
outdoor planting In preference to Unnamed Bedding Hyacinths under 
color. The latter are made up of many varieties In mixture, which 
are not uniform in height, color, or time of blooming, whilst, when 
the Named Bedding Hyacinths are planted, uniformity in color, 
height of plant, and time of blooming are obtained and at a cost not 
much in excess of Unnamed Bedding Hyacinths.

Early-Flowering French Roman 


These bloom far earlier than the Dutch Romans. By early potting 
in fall, with successional plantings, flowers may be had from Novem- 
ber to early spring, and quite early results may be obtained by grow- 
ing them in bowls or in saucers with water and pebbles, or in balls or 
baskets of moss. The flowers are very freely produced, two or more 
spikes shooting from a single bulb. Treat same as Dutch Hyacinths 
in pots or boxes.

For grand effect as an early spring flower the Tulip probably heads 
the list of bulbous plants. They are so entirely hardy, easily cared 
for, flower so freely in city or country, sun or shade, and as, with 
proper selection of varieties, their flowers may be enjoyed from April 
to June, it naturally follows that they are becoming immensely popu- 
lar. By planting scillas, crocus, snowdrops, etc., between the bulbs, 
the same bed or space of ground will provide a beautiful display of 
these early gems, preceding and in no manner interfering with the 
Tulips. Named varieties are to be preferred for satisfying results, 
and as we give the average height and relative blooming season of 
most varieties, selections as to color and season may be readily made. 
Plant 5 to 6 inches apart, and cover to a depth of 4 to 6 inches from 
the crown of the bulb—the lesser depth for light soil, the greater for 
heavy soil. 

For house-culture plant four to six bulbs in a 6-inch pot, and in 
proportion for the larger sizes of bulb-pans; treat as advised for hya- 
cinths. Good roots and plenty of them before bringing plants to light 
and warmth are essential to success. 

Nearly all varieties of Single Early Tulips can be forced. Varieties 
that are the most suitable for forcing are marked with an asterisk (*). 

The numbers following the names indicate the height in inches to 
which they grow. These heights as given are, however, only approx- 
imate, as they vary according to soil, seasons, and other conditions. 

Time of Flowering. The order of flowering i is indicated by the 
letters A, B, C, and D. The difference in time of flowering Is not 
great, so that those under the A class can be planted with those of the 
B class, and the B class with the C class, and so on.

For elegance of form and beauty the Lily is matchless among bulb- 
ous plants. Such varieties as are used for forcing should be potted as 
soon as the bulbs are obtainable. Plant bulbs in pots that are about 
twice the diameter of the bulbs; start them slowly, and as they advance 
toward the blooming period shift them to larger pots, setting them 
likewise deeper in the soil. For outdoor culture, plant the bulbs about 
8 inches below the surface in soil that ts well drained. We have seen 
excellent results from bulbs planted in stiff clay, but good soil is 
generally recommended, and when manured the same must not come 
in contact with the bulbs. Planting among shrubbery where they are 
somewhat protected from the sun is very favorable to their best 
development. Mulch the beds both summer and winter as a protec- 
tion against extremes of heat and cold.
